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General Condition of tee Colleges; Conduct and 
Discipline of Students. 

The Triennial Visitation of the College was held at the Close 
of the Second Term of the Session. The following official record 
of the proceedings will, it is hoped, serve fully to illustrate the 
actual position and prospects of the College, as well as its progress 
during the three preceding years : — ■ 

“ The Trim-mini Visitation of the College was held in the Examination 
Hall on the 2nd of April, 1879. ' The proceedings were open to the 
public, who were present in large numbers. There was a full attendance 
of Professors and Students. 

“ The Visitors were — His Grace the Duke of Leinster, Chancellor of 
The Queen’s University, and the Hon. and Eight Key. The Lord 
Bishop of Tuam. 

“ Letters were read from the other Members of the Board of Visitors, 
expressing their regret that they were prevented by unavoidable causes 
from attending. 

“ His Grace The Duke of Leinster asked the President to state to 
the Visitors the actual condition of the College, and its progress since the 
last Visitation. 

“ The President, in reply, said : — 

“ I am sure your Lordships will not deem it unbefitting that I should, 
on behalf of the Collegiate body, take this opportunity to offer a tribute 
to the services and character of my predecessor — Mr. Berwick, — who for 
upwards of twenty-seven years was President of the College, and who, 
as it will be in the remembrance of many who now hear me, addressed 
the Board of Visitors so impressively on the last occasion of their 
holding a court in this hall. His kindness of heart and genuine 
courtesy, highly-cultivated intellect and sound judgment, and, above all, 
his zeal for the welfare and honour of the College, will long preserve in 
the recollection of those who were associated with him sincere respect 
for his memory. 

“ I would in the next place bear my grateful testimony to the untir- 
ing diligence with which my colleagues, the Professors, have discharged 
their duties ; and to the manner in which the Students have responded 
to their exertions ; not only by attention to their studies, but by main- 
taining, in the true Academic spirit, regularity and order. I may 
illustrate this best by stating that since we last had the honour of re- 
ceiving the visitors in this hall — now three year's ago — not a single 
infraction of discipline has come under the cognizance of the Council. 

“ I feel justified in stating that the condition of the College is satis- 
factory, and that its prospects are encouraging. I think there is evidence 
of a steady progress for some years past. In the Session 1874—5, the 
Students numbered 155 ; in Session 1875-6, 167 ; in 1876-7, 174 ; in 
1877-8, the number stood at 175 — being the largest number that ever 
attended ; and there can be no doubt that there would have been a con- 
siderable increase in that Session were it not for certain exceptional 
difficulties with which, at the commencement of the Academic, year, the 
College had to contend. These difficulties, I am glad to say, have been 
surmounted. I may observe, in passing, that daily attendance on 
Lectures is stringently enforced in all the departments of the Queen’s 
Colleges. In the current Session — 1878-9 — there has been a slight 
falling off; the number of Students in attendance being 167. But any 
one who is acquainted with the circumstances of Galway for the last 
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half-year -will rather be surprised that the decline was not larger. 
Epidemic disease made its appearance some months ago, and at one 
time threatened to be very serious. This unquestionably reduced our 
numbers. I rejoice to be able to state that disease Iras for some time 
entirely disappeared ; and I trust that Galway, which is a proverbially 
healthy locality, will soon recover from the depression under which it 
has laboured. The prosperity of the town is intimately connected with 
the progress of the College, and the progress of the College largely 
affects the material as well as the intellectual advancement of the town. 
It is very gratifying to me to have to mention that, during this trying 
season, many of our Students displayed a most humane and philan- 
thropic spirit, in endeavouring to relieve the sufferings of disease and 
the consequent distress. 

“ The following Tables, prepared by the Registrar, exhibit the numbers 
of Students in attendance on Lectures during the three Sessions that 
have elapsed since the last Visitation ; — the first Table arranged accord- 
ing to Faculties ; the second, according to Religious Denominations :

“ Tlie large proportion of Medical Students to the whole number has 
been often commented on,, and 1 have no desire to withdraw the fact 
from notice ; but I would ask permission to make one or two remarks 
thereon. In the present Session, it has been seen, there are 59 Students 
in Arts, and 98 in Medicine ; the remainder being divided betwen Law 
and Engineering. . On this state of things I would beg to observe that, 
in the present social condition of Ireland, and in the case of a College 
which is mainly recruited from the middle and professional classes, it is 
what might naturally be expected that the Faculty of Medicine should 
be considered of no less importance than that of Arts, and that it should 
attract to itself a large proportion of the Students of the College. Many 
Students cannot afford to spend their time up to twenty-one or twenty- 
two years of age in the study for a preparatory degree, which is to be the 
mere foundation-stone of their professional edifice ; and, I believe, it 
will be generally found that, owing to the constant demand for the ser- 
vices of Medical men, and the comparative certainty of immediate 
employment which the profession holds out, Students of Medicine far 
out-number Students in Arts in Colleges circumstanced as the Queen’s 
Colleges are. Universities must adjust their arrangements to the 
changed requirements of society, else they will see the modern stream of 
thought and action flow swiftly past them. I would further observe — 
and to this consideration I will ask attention, as it is commonly over- 
looked — that the Medical Curriculum of the Queen’s Colleges includes a 
large element of Arts education. Every Medical Student is required to 
pass a strict and bond fide examination in English, Greek, Latin, and 
Mathematics ; and, in addition to his strictly professional training, is 
obliged to pursue the following courses : — Modern Languages, Natural

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Philosophy, Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology — studies which are well 
suited to infuse a liberal element into special and technical acquirements, 
and clearly entitled to take rank in the category of Arts’ subjects in any 
comprehensive system of University Education. And, as a matter of 
fact, 1 may mention that four of the Professors who are set down as 
belonging to the Faculty of Arts are more largely employed in the 
teaching of the Medical School. 

“In conclusion, I would only add, that this College, which was 
founded to serve as a local centre of literary and scientific culture, and 
to bring the benefits of a liberal education within the reach of the West 
of Ireland, claims to have given an impulse to educational progress 
throughout the country, and to have achieved substantial results. In 
the Queen’s University, of which this College is a constituent member, 
our Students, at the annual examinations for' degrees and honours, hold 
no undistinguished place. To the pursuits and occupations of civil life, 
for which general or professional training is 'requisite, it has furnished 
a large number of educated men ; while iu the various departments 
of the public service, since the introduction of the Competitive 
system, its success has been conspicuous. We can point with satisfac- 
tion to the names of many men to whoso talents this College has 
opened careers; who, having received their education within these 
walls, now fill places of trust and importance at home and abroad, 
bring to the service of the State the qualification of cultivated intellect, 
and by their zeal and ability confer manifold advantages on the com- 
munities amongst which their lots have been cast. 

“ I trust the Visitors will find on inspection the several departments of 
the College in a satisfactory and efficient condition. The Council have 
been anxious to make the benefits of the Institution as widely available 
as possible to the general community ; and they have accordingly 
extended the benefits of the Library to a limited number of our fellow- 
townsmen that are not immediately connected with the College. The 
number of visitors on our books entitled to the privileges of the Library 
is at present forty-five, which is about the limit within which we must 
restrict ourselves, from a clue consideration to the paramount interests 
of the Professors and Students. The Museums of Natural History, and 
Mineralogy and Geology are also visited with much interest by the 
general public, and are found to foster a taste for those important depart- 
ments of Science. 

“ His Grace the Duke of Leinster then asked, in order, the Professors, 
the Deans of Residences, and the Students, whether they had any matter 
to bring under the notice of the Visitors, and was informed that they had 
not, and that this part of the business had concluded. His Grace, having 
conferred with the Bishop of Tuam, then said — Mr. President, Professors, 
and Gentlemen, — I have been commissioned by the Lord Bishop of 
Tuam, to express Ms extreme gratification, and I have also to express 
my own, at the statement the President has made. We are particularly 
gratified to hear of the uncommonly good conduct of the Students. It is 
a remarkable fact that there has been here, just as in Cork, since the 
last occasion of a Visitation, no breach of discipline.
